And Putting the Republicans on 


the Defensive. 


HE OUTLINES HIS GENERAL PLANS, 


Bhowing How He Will Press Bill After 
Bill, as Their Passage Becomes 
Possible. 


WASHINGTON, December 25.—[Special.]— 
As an advocate of tariff reform Mr. Springer 
fs equally as enthusiastic as Mr, Mills. 

But the new chairman of the ways and 
means committee believes in practical tariff 
reform. . He believes the country needs relief 
from the iniquity of the present law right now 
and his planis the only one that can give 
relief at once. 

Mr. Springer’s position was outlined by 
himself several weeks ago. Hereis his plat 
form of opinions as prepared by himself. 

“We shall make the tariff question the chief 
feature of legislation after the appropriation 
bills,’’ said he. 

‘In the first place I favor the committee on 
manufacturers investigating thoroughly the 
manufacturinginterestiof thiscountry. If any 
of our industries require protection at the 
hands of the general government, or, in other 
words, if congress is asked to restrict importa- 
tion of foreign products by high protective 
duties, so as to give such industries the oppor- 
tunities of charging more for their products 
than they could otherwise do, the people who 
must pay these increased prices have a right 
to know all the facts upon which this claim is 
based.’’ 

The People Who Pay Should Know. 

“They have the right to know whether any 
of our industries have made combinations to 
restrict production and to control prices for 
their output. They havea right to know the 
Jabor cost of their products and what is the 
exact difference between that labor cost in 
this country and in Europe. They have a 
right to know what amount is actually in- 
vested in any particular industry which seeks 
protection, and whether dividends have been 
or are being paid upon watered stock or ficti- 
tious values. 

‘‘All these and many other matters will he 
brought out fully by proper investigations 
conducted by the committee on manufactures. 
This information would be very useful to the 
eommittee on ways and meansin formulating 
a general revisién of the tariff, and would be 
sought and obtained in nounfriendly spirit 
towards manufacturing establishments, but 
with the kindliest interest in their welfare 
and alsoin the welfare of those in their em- 


ploy.” 
Favors Free Wool. 

‘But I would first suggest that a bill be re- 
ported putting wool.on the free list and repeal- 
ing the compensatory duties on woolen goods, 
Imean by compensatory duties those duties 
which are iinposed to compensate our woolen 
manufacturers for the higher price they pay 
for their wools by reason of the tariff on 
foreign wools and the consequent increase of 
price of domestic wools, leaving the other or 
ad valorem duties remaining as they no 
stand. 

“Such a measure standing by itself, untram- 
meled with other questions or subjects, would 
receive the votes of every democrat in the 
house of representatives%gnd undoubtedly of 
many republicans, esp@ially of republican 
members representing the states in which there 
are large woolen manufacturing industries. 

“It isaremarkable fact at this time that 
while wool is taxed in the alleged interest of 
wool growers and agricultural states a major- 
ity of the representatives in the next house 
from the states of Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, 
Illinois, Iowa, Missouri and Texas, where the 
Wool-growing interests are very great, favor 
free wool. It would be strange if the repre- 
sentatives of the wool growers should tender 

wool tothe manufacturing states and the 
Fepresentatives- of such states should vote 
against the measure. 

“In the interest of the consumers of thie 
country, who number 60,000,000 people, ths 
democratic representatives from the wool-pro- 
ducing states are willing to give up protection 
Ou wool if they can secure the repeal of the 
compensatory duties on woolen goods, and 
thus largely reduce the cost of such goods,”’ 

Free Material Would Be a Boon. 

“No greater boon could be conferred upon 
the woolen manufacturing industries than to 
give them the free material. As things now 
Stand our woolen industries have prospered 
very little, if any, during the last twenty 

ears under high-taxed wool. They have not 
n able to contro! the home market, to 
Which they are entirely contined. But over 
“if million doliars’ worth of foreign goods 
still come in to supply afwant which our own 
woolen manufacturers have hitherto been un- 
able to meet. 

“As the protection on ordinary wool 
amounts to 11 cents a pound in the grease, and 
@sit requires four pounds of such wool to 
make a pound of wooijen cloth, the American 
Manufacturer ishandicapped by a cost price of 
material in his goods of 44 cents to the pound 
of cloth more than his Européan rival is 
obliged to pay. Inthe very nature of things 
he cau never compete with the foreign manu- 
facturer, and also in the very nature of things 
the American consumer must of necessity pay 
& largely enhanced price for woolen goods that 

is obliged to consume,” 

“Are there any ineasures that you would 
BUggest should be dealt with separately ?” 

Looking Forward to 1892. 

“Certainly,” was the reply. ‘There are 
Several others. I would favor placing binding 
twine and cotton ties on the free list by sepa- 
Tate bills at the very beginning of the session. 
Also lumber and salt. Several other subjects 
Will readily suggest themselves to every in- 
quiring mind. The particular matters, how- 
@ver, should be selected with care by the com- 
Mittee on ways and means, but from day to 
ay and from week to week some measures of 
“‘iskind could be reported aud kept con- 
Mantly before the house for consideration.

I amin favor of genuine re- 
ciprocity, and I believe the democratic mem- 
bers of the house are also. We will not con- 
fine our efforts to Cuba, Porto Rico and Brazil, 
but will include Canada and Mexico, and per- 
haps other governments across the ocean in 
our reciprocity. 

“The house of representatives can originate 
revenue measures of every kind, and can origi- 
nate measures of reciprocity by providing that 
when any particular government, as Canada 
for instance, shall admit certain products of 
ours, which can be named, free of duty or at 
lower rates of duty to be mentioned in the bill, 
then the products of that country shall be ad- 
mitted into our country free of duty, or at the 
lower rates of duty fixedin the bill, and the 
president shal] make proclamation of this fact. 

“In this way congresscan initiate reciprocity 
meéasures without waiting for an executive in- 
terposition or recommendation. 

‘“‘I am in favor of immediate free trade with 
Canada and Mexico. Of course, there should 
be some limitations and restrictions which 
will readily suggest themselves to the com- 
mittee and to congress. I speak, however, 
generally. 

“The reciprocity that the house of repre- 
sentatives would recommend would be such as 
would bring benefits to the people of the 
United States, not the narrow and worthless 
articles suggested by Mr. Blaine or Mr. Harri- 
son, or whoever has suggested them.” 

Mr. Blaine’s Intentions. 

Had any one who entertained doubts about 
Mr. Blaine’s intentions in regard to the presi- 
dency seen him at Senator Plumb’s funeral the 
other day, these doubts would soon have dis- 
appeared. 

No one who.saw the “man from Maine” that 
day has any idea that he will be a candidate 
for the presidency. I had not seen him before 
in nearly ayear. The contrast between his 
appearance now and last February is startling. 
He has apparently grown many years older. 
His comp!exion is pale, and his step bas not 
that steadiness of old. Indeed, Mr. Blaine 
shows that he is an _ old man. 
Yet while the body = grows’ weak, 
the mind grows strong, and the great repub- 
lican may be useful to his party for several 
years yet; but his physical strength could not 
bear up under the strain of a campaign for 
himself, or even for him to actively assist in 
that of another. 

Mr. Blaine’s only part in the next campaign 
will perhaps be to write a public letter in 
favor of Mr. Harrison’s nomination. 

Let New York Name the Man. 

Amos J. Cummings, of New York, is a very 
level-headed congressman and a thoroughly 
practical politician. In discussing the next 
democratic nominee the other day he gave ex- 
pression to some eminently sensible and prac- 
tical suggestions. 

“Ifthe democratic party is going to nom- 
inate a New York man,”’ said he, ‘‘they must 
let the party in New York namethe man. It 
will never do, nor is it practical politics for the 
party in other states to attempt to force upon 
New York any man that the party of our state 
don’t want. There is but one of two things to 
do—let New York name a New York man or 
go outside of that state for him. If you 
don’t take him from New York state, that 
state will give any man you nominate a ma- 
jority. It don’t matter where he comes from. 
He might come from Maryland. Even 
though he came from Georgia, New York 
would go for him. 

‘Should we go outside of New York it 
would be well to take Gorman, of Maryland. 
There would be no difficulty in electing him. 
He would undoubtedly roll up a big majority 
in New York.”’ 

A Change of Base. 

The political center of Washington changes 
with each new congress. For two years past— 
during Reed's term—it was at the Shoreham. 
Reed lived there and of course the speaker at- 
tratts many others. The various other hotels 
looked upon Mr. Morton’s big house with envy. 

This year the Metropolitan has become the 
fortunate hotel. Speaker Crisp has always 
lived thereand he decided to make no change, 
though, of course, all the hotels wanted him. 
As a result of his decision to re- 
main there the Metropolitan has 
become a general congressionl __re- 
sort. More than fifty senators and congress- 
men with their families live there. 

These include eleven chairmen of house 
committees, and with them are three out of 
the five officers of the house. 

With such a large crowd of congressmen the 
smoking room of this hotel is asort of a second 
house in the evenings, and one in which opin- 
ions are expressed much more freely and forci- 
bly than at the capitol. 

A Coming Journalist. 

I met a bright young man from Augusta 
here the other day. He was on his way home 
to spend the holidays and enjoy a week of rest 
from his studies at Princeton. Bowdre Phinizy 
is not only one of the brightest young men at 
Princeton, but one of the most popular, as was 
recently shown by his election over many other 
candidates as _ editor-in-chief of The 
Princetonian, the college newspaper. 
That he has distinctive ability, both as 
an editor and manager, has been demonstrated 
by the paper itself. It is now issued every 
other day—something unusual for a college 
paper. It has, however, paid such handsome 
dividends to the student stockholders that they 
have decided to make it a daily after the holi- 
days. 

A college paper that pays a dividend in ad- 
dition to expenses 1s indeed a curiosity, and is 
evidence of able management. E. W. B.

SHRIEKS OF THE DYING PASSENGERS 


Names of Those Who Lost Their 
Lives by the Accident.

CARELESSNESS .OF A 


Heartrending Scenes at the Wreck—The 
Unfortunates Were Pinned Down 
and Scalded to Death. 


BRAKEMAN. 


New York, December 25.—The accident 
which occurred on the New York Central 
railroad last night, at Hastings-on-the-Hud- 
son, has proven to be much greater than stated 
by reports received last night. The official . 
list of the dead, as given out tonight, numbers 
eleven people, as follows:

Cause of the Accident. 

The disaster was due to the carelessness of & 
brakeman, Albert E. Herrick, of the Buffalo 
express, which was lying still below Hastings. 
Herrick fled and has not yet been found. He 
left his uniform in the train and put on citi- 
zen’s clothes. 

From an official report given out today by 
Third Vice President Webb, of the Central 
road, train No. 93, which left New York at 
6:40 o’clock p.m. last night, stopped at Dobb’s 
Ferry to make some slight repairs on the efn- 
gine. A distant signal was thrown out and fol- 
lowing the train, was the Buffalo and Niagara 
Falls special, which left here at 7:30 o’clock 
p. m. and wasstopped about three-quarters of a 
mile south of Dobb's Ferry station. The con- 
ductor of No. 45immediately sent Brakeman 
Herrick back to signal the coming train. He 
proceeded as far as the station at Hastings. 
He wentinside and talked with the station 
master, waiting for the Cincinnati and St. 


Louis express No. 7, which left this city at8 }, 


o’clock. While Herrick was standing near } 
the door the St. Louis express whizzed past, ; 
Tunning at the rate of forty miles an hour. f 

Eagineer J. Donohue, of the St. Louis ex- 
press, received no warning whatever of the 
presence of the Buffalo express on the 
track ahead, until he was almost on the track. | 
He reversed his engine, put on airbrakes aad 
jumped for his life. 

The engine of No.7, crashed into the rear 
sleeper, Gibraltar, of the Buffalo special, 
with terrific force. There were twenty-two 
people in the sleeping car at the time. 

The remainsof J. W. White, porter, who 
died of his injuries this morning, were shipped 
to his home in Virginia. 

The coroner released the bodies at the scene 
of the disaster today, and they will be brought 
to this city by relatives. 

A Complete Wreck. 

All that remains today to tell the story of 
the frightful disaster is the tin roof of the 
Wagner sleeping car Gibraltar. This is still 
lying in a smouldering mass at the side of the 
track where the disaster occurred. The rest 
of the car was burned up. The trucks of the 
car and all other movable wreckage, as well as 
the damaged cars, have been removed by the 
wrecking trains of the New York Central road. 

When the St. Louis express crashed into the 
Gibraltar, which was in the rear of the Ni- 
agara express, the engine was completely lost 
in the interior of the sleeping car. The heavy 
wood and iron work of the Gibraltar was re- 
duced to splinters. There were eighteen pas- 
sengers in the Gibraltar and all but three of 
them were killed or injured. 

Cries of the Dying. 

The hiss of escaping steam and the cries 
and groans of the wounded and dying passen- 
gers could be heard a long distance. The ap- 
peals of the wounded and the cries of the 
dying were heartrending. 

A moment later the Gibraltar took fire. 
The hands of both trains quickly recovered 
from the momentary shock and rushed in to 
the aid of the imprisoned people, passengers 
from both trains following suit, and soon a 
score of persons had organized themselves into 
a relief party. 

The Work of Rescue. 

One after another of the wounded and dying 
were taken‘out. Axes were torn from the un- 
injured cars, and by the lights of lamps and 
torches the men began to chop away the burn- 
ing woodwork of the Gibraltar. They were 
urged on by the cries of the injured and dying 
people within. Some uninjured passengers 
hurried back to the depot at Hastings to sum- 
mon help and stop any other trains that might 
be coming. 


Thieves at Work. 

To add to the horror of the occasion, thieves 
got to work and began to rob the injured pas- 
sengers. How much they secured is not 
known. It was not Known that the thieves 
were among the injured at the time of the ac- 
cident and the fact was not discovered until 
this morning. 

A number of volunteers worked among the 
injured passengers and it is probable that this 
was made a cloak for stealing by some. 

This morning Undertaker Vanderbilt, in pre- 
paring the remains of Polley, one of the dead, 
for burial, he discovered that the body had 
been robbed. Upon removing the clothing 
from the body Manderbilt found that the 
pockets had been rifled and cut from the gar- 
ments. Allof his jewelry, money and his 
wallet were missing. 

Several Pathetic Scenes. 


The coroner this morning took possession of 
the effects of the dead and will hold them 
until they are claimed by relatives of the de- 
ceased. Scenesabout the waiting room at 
Dobb’s Ferry were pathetic. Little Homer 
Baldwin, son of Mrs. A. M. Baldwin, was cry- 
ing for bis mother. His arm was bruised, but 
the child seemed anxious to know how his 
mother was. He did not know thatshe had 
been instantly killed. The child had been 
sleeping in the same berth with his mother. 

Two young girls were among the injured. 
Among the passengers in the Gibraltar was 
Mr. J. ©. Gould, traveling engineer of the 
New York Central. He was one of the three 
men who escaped unhurt. He said that no 
onein the Gibraltar had any idea of their 
danger until they heard the roar of the St. 
Louis express right behind them. The next 
instant the crash came. In less time than it 
takes to tell it the locomotive had crashed 
right into the sleeper, and escaping steam 
was scalding the passengers to death. 

For @ moment there was most absolute | 
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silence, andthen the most awful shrieks and 
were heard from the passengers of the 
Car. Mr. Gould does not know how he got 
out of the car. 

The Unknown Dead. 

The unknown man who is supposed to be 
either Lawyer Johnesor Lawyer Wilcox, wore 
agold watch numbered 73,615.

ALMOST A MIRACLE. 


A House Blown to Pieces, but No One 
Killed. 

PittspurG, Pa., December 25.—The three- 
story brick dwelling of A. T. Pritchard, No. 
2918, Smallman street, was blown to atoms 
shortly before 1 o’clock this morning by an 
explosion of natural gas. Mr. Pritchard’s 
wife and three children, a hired boy named 
David Bennett, and Barbara Reich, a servant 
girl, were buried in the ruins. 

When rescued they were found to be more 
or less seriously burned and bruised, but no 
one was fatally injured. The cause of the 
explosion was a gas leakage in the cellar. 

Ir. Pritchard keeps a grocery store in his 
building, and went to the cellar to find a basket 
fora customer, which he had stored away. 
He struck a match, and the explosion followed. 
The concussion was terrific, pieces of the 
building being blown a square away. 

It is considered a miracle that those 
in the building at the time should have 
escaped with their lives. 

Mr. Pritchard and three children, aged 
three, seven and nine years respectively, were 
in a bed on the third floor, and were taken out 
of the cellar. 


FELL DOWN THE STAIRS. 


How Engineer Spencer, of Anniston, Came 
to His Death.

J. C. Spencer, ex-city engineer, was found 
dead this morning at the foot of the stairs 
leading to his room in the city hall. A slight 
gash was cut in the back of his head.

NO FURTHER FIGHTING 


Men and United States 
Troops. 

NEw ORLEANS, La., December 25.—A New 
Orleans Times-Democrat’s San Antonio, Tex., 
a says: There has been no fighting on 

he frontier between the Mexican revolu- 

tionists and’ United States troops since the en- 
counter which Captain Bourke had with them 
Tuesday. A number of official telegrams 
from Captain Bourke and other military of- 
jicers along the border were received at the 
tment headquarters. here today. Among 
the corresp ondence was a letter to General 
Stakely from Captain Bourke, in which the 
latter states that he has received from an au- 
tnoritative source accounts of the movements 
of Catarino Garza since the laiter began his 
present revolutionary work. After Garza’s 
engagement with Mexican troops near Guer- 
rero, three months ago, his band scattered, 
Garza taking refuge in the mountains of Lam- 
passas, where he remained several days. 

He then proceeded incognito to the City of 
Mexico, where he spenta month working up 
interest and support for his movement. It is 
believed he secured a large amount of money 
from revolutionary sympathizers in the city, 
and with this fund returned to Tex. Dur- 
ing their stay at Encinal, Tex, Garza’s men 
laid in a large quantity of arms and ammuni- 
tion which were purchased recently in this 
city. Aboutten days agothe main body of 
revolutionists, which number between 500 and 
600, divided in three detachments, one of them 
crossing the Rio Grande at a point about forty 
miles below Eagle Pass, another going almost 
directly south and the third going to Mier, 
Mexico. It was the last named detachment 
that Captain Bourke encountered. The plan 
of the revolutionists was to come together again 
ata point near Camargo and make a concerted 
attack on that place. 

A Skirmish in Mcxico, 


St. Louis, December 25.—A Republic spe- 
cial from San Antonio, Tex., says: Plutoras 
Ornetas, Mexican consul here, has received a 
telegram from General Lorenzo Garcia, mili- 
tary commander of the northern zone of Mex- 
ico, stating that his troops encountered a de- 
tachment of Catarino Garza’s revolutionists 
near Mier, Mexico, on Wednesday. A batcle 
was fought in which a number were killed and 
wounded on each side. The revolutionists 
were routed.and retreated across the river to 
the Texas line. Two troops of United States 
cavairy left here by a special train today and 
will take the field at once. 


Attempt to Capture Fort Ringgold. 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex., December 25.—It is 
reported that Garza has made a bold attempt 
tocapture Fort Ringgold. The report says 
that one of his band was pursued by Mexican 
troops near Camargo. The bandit, giving 
spurs to his horse, swam to this side of the 
river, the Mexican: troops after him. The 
fugitive ran into Fort Ringgoid while the 
United States soldiers were at dinner, and re- 
ported that Garza was behind him. ‘‘Boots 
and saddies’”” were sounded. The men went 
out to meet Garza, but soon discoy- 
ered that the troops were Mexican regulars. 
They rushed back to Fort Ringgold and found 
that the fugitive had tricked them. and that 
Garza was coming in at the other end to take 
Fort Ringgold. The soldiers got back just in 
time to save the fort from being sacked. 

The whole garrison is now under arms. The 
United States telegraph operator has pistols 
on his operating table for emergencies. 

The report has reached there that several 
Mexican army officers are joining Garza’s band 
and that a company of Mexican regulars had 
revolted and killed their captain, after having 
had a fight among themselves. There may be 
something authentic about this today. 

Keport That Garza Is Dead. 


LAREDO, Tex., December 25.—The report 
Was current yesterday evening that Caterino 
Garza was killed in an engagement with Cap- 
tain Hardy’s command betwéen Laredo and 
Carrisso, but nothing authentic can be ascer- 
tained. The commanding officer at Fort Mc- 
Intosh, at a late hour this evening had re- 
ceived no official confirmation of the report. 

There can be no doubt that Garza has been 
receiving material aid from ranchers on this 
side of the Rio Grande in the vicinity of his 
recent encampment in the counties of Encinal 
and Duval, where he recruited about two hun- 
dred and fifty men, and that Pena station has 
oe the point where he hds received his sup- 
plies. 

A special train bearing two companies of 
United States troops arrived over the Inter- 
national last evening and they will be for- 
warded at once tothe scene of Garza’s dis- 
turbance in the vicinity of Rio Grande city 
and Carrisso.

A DESPERATE FIGHT IMMINENT. 


Further Particulars of the Massacre 
at McMillan’s. 


LIST OF THE KILLED AND WOUNDED, 


Governor Jones Has Ordered Troops to the 
Scene—The Gang Surrounded and 
a Skirmish Takes Place. 


Mosiue, Ala., December 25.—The latest 
from the McMillan massacre in Choctaw 
county, Alabama, is that Bob Sims 
sent McMillan word that he would 
burn his house and kill him. MceMil- 
lan’s house was guarded, but Wednesday night 


-atllo’clock seven of the Sims gang, all 


armed with Winchesters, fired into McMillan’s 
house and shot the occupants as they ran out. 

Charley Ritzey escaped unhurt. 

Fluellen Utzey was shot, but not mortally 
wounded. 

John Kennedy, McMillan’s father-in-law, 
was killed. 

John McMillan was shot three times and 
will die. 

The twelve-year-old neice of McMillan was 
killed. 

The ten-year-old nephew was shot in the 
house and burned. 

Miss McKenzie Shorter, boarding at McMil- 
lan’s, was shot twice in the neck. 

Phey then opened McMillan’s store and 
robbed it of what they wanted and left it 
lighted up and open, scattering shoes along 
the road. 

Pursuing the Outlaws. 

After the slaughter an alarm was spread and 
Sheriff D. C. Gavin and posse started in pur- 
suit of the desperadoes. They were found and 
gurrounded in Sims’s old home, six miles from 
the scene, Knowing that the cabin was pro- 
visioned with articles plundered from Mc- 
Millan’‘s store, and also that Sims and his men 
would not surrender without a fight in which 
the assaulting party would suffer severely, 
the sheriff telegraphed Governor Jones fora 
detachment of artillery, his purpose being to 
overawe Sims by a display of force, or to blow 
the cabin to pieces. 

Troops Ordered Out. 

The governor ordered Colonel Price Will- 
iams, commanding vhe First regiment of state 
troops, to have a detachment and one piece of 
artillery ready in Mobile, and to make ar- 
rangenments to have the same transported to 
Choctaw county as soon as the sheriff should 
designate the route to be pursued from the 
railway station (De Soto, Miss., probably) to 
the scene of action. The sheriff being at the 
scene, twenty-three miles from any telegraph 
station, could not be reached, and in default of 
instructions the military remained here today, 
and the colonel has now decided to leave 
Mobile at 1 o’clock Satusday morning. 


The Stimsites are sfx intrumber, two of whom - 


are believed to be the daughters of Bob Sims. 
The Murderers Surrounded. 

They were surrounded at 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing and shots were exchanged. In the melee 
one of the sheriff’s posse was wounded. 

The man named John Savage, who is sup- 
posed to be one of the Sims gang, has been 
captured. One report from the scene is that a 
fight to a finish between the posse and outlaws 
will take place tonight.

A Horse Race in the 
Riot. 


CuicaGo, December 25.—A riot which at 
one time threatened to be a most bloody one 
took place this afternoon as the outcome of a 
horse race on one of the streets of this city. 
A crowd of several hundred, males and 
females, white and black, assembled 
in Custom House place to cele 
brate The street was turned into 
@ race course, a shot from a revolver being the 
“starter” signal. Tworacesin quick succes- 
sion had been run and a third was being 
started when the policemen arrived. At the 
sane time a general fight was commencedin a 
neighboring saloon and bullets came crashing 
through the windows. Two ofticers in citizens’ 
clothing gained an entrance to the saloon, and, 
being recognized, the cry went up. ‘‘Lock the 
doors and kill the officers” and at the same 
time the key was turnedin the lock. Backing 
into a corner, the officers drew their revolvers, 
faced the ugly crowd and threatened to shoot 
the first man that moved. Their nefve pura- 
lyzed the crowd for a moment and by that 
time other officers burst open the saloon doors 
and rescued their comrades. 

The crowd was determined not to leave the 
saioon, but after a desperate struggle the ofli- 
cers emerged from the place, each with a fight- 
ing, struggling, desperate prisoner. 

A patrol wagon was waiting near by, and 
despite the efforts of the crowd in the street 
who sympathized with the prisoners, the ofti- 
cers succeeded in landing their prisoners in 
the wagon. While not a shot was tired by the 
officers, they were forced to keep up a running 
tight while in the neighborhood, using theit 
revolvers as billies. As the wagon was moving 
awayaburly negro named Kobert Johnson 
sprang forward and shoutéd to the crowd: 

“Come on, let’s take therm away and kill the 
d—d coppers.”’ 

He was knocked down by a blow from a re- 
volver and unceremoniously throwWn into the 
wagon. With drawn revolvers a way was 
cleared for the wagon to pass through the 
crowd, the prisoners constantly struggling for 
freedom. The whole crowd followed the 
wagon to Harrison street station, but despite 
the last desperate struggle the wagon load of 
prisoners was safely piaced behind the b ars 
Other officers arriving the crowd dispersed. : 


LORD HARTINGTON 


Will Still Be Leader of the Dissidents —Hig 
Succession to the Dukedom, 

Lonpon, December 25.—[Copyright, 1891, 
by the New York Associated Press.]}—The 
position of Lord Hartington as leader of the 
dissidents will remain unaltered on his going 
into the house of lords. The papers teem 
with speculations as to whether Joseph Cham- 
berlain or Sir Henry James will become the 
virtual head of the party. The question, how- 
ever, was really settled long ago, during the 
illness from which the late duke of Devyon- 
shire recovered. Under the concurrence of 
Lord Salisbury, who was then vainly 
negotiating for the absorption of 
Lord Hartington by the conservative 
party, it was determined that Lord Hartington 
would retain the nominal and actual speak- 
ership, Mr. Chamberlain taking the lead in 
the house ofcommons. Sir Henry James de- 
clined to place himself in competition with 
Mr. Chamberlain. 

Old liberals are forming a strong wing of 
dissidents, who distrust Mr. Chamberlain’s 
tendencies towards radicalism. The consery- 
atives continue to be shy towards a_ politician 
with whom tley have little in common 7 
unionism, but tory leaders have tested ° 
Chamberlain’s willingness and capacity to 
work in ‘unison with them. Conservative 
members generally admit his frankness as a 
co-worker, while the unionists equally recog- 
nize his powers as a debater. His less known 
qualities as a tactician and his personal cour- 
tesy and his mental alertness, however, make 
him the only possible commander of the partyin 
the house of commons. 

An Unusual Honor. 

Lord Hartington, on assuming the dukedom, 
obtains the garter which Mr. Gladstone ob- 
tained from the deceased duke, and which is 
thus inherited in succession. Such an honor 
is most junusual, but Lord. Salisbury, owing 
the existence of his ministry to Lord H - 
ton, and being unable otherwise to repay 
services, is desirous that the new duke shall 
accept the garter. 

Mr. Gladstone has written a letter to Lord 
Hartington expressing regret at the death of 
his father, the duke of Devonshire, and re- 
calling their long period of political friend- 
ship. 

A number of eminent Gladstonians will at- 
tend the funeral of the duke, though Mr, . 
Gladstone himself and Mr. Morely will be un- 
able to be present. 


REMARKABLE  IMPOSTURE. 


A Russian Who Claims That He Makes 
Weekly Trips to Heaven. 


Sr. PeTerspura, December 25.—“The Dy- 
ing Prophet’’ is just now the sensation in 


Russia. Certainly he is a most extraordinary 
being. If he be what is claimed, a more won- 
derful personage does inot exist. If he isan 
impostor, then he is the most marvelous im- 
postorofthe age. The audacity of his pre- 
tentions, the skill with which they are main- 
tained, and, above all, the profound effect 
produced upon all who come in contact with 
him, have no parallel in modern history. So 
strong indeed is the impression created by his 
doings that the procurator of the holy synod 
and other high ecclesiatical officers of the em- 
pire dare not interfere. 

This strange person is named Tagarelli, and 
is of French or Italian extraction, He was, 
however, born at Tiflis, in the Caucasus, 
where he has lived since childhood. He has 
been bed-ridden and utterly helpless. A few 
months ago a curious change was observed. In 
brief, he had died, to all appearances. Ac- 
cording to all ordinary tests he was certainly 
dead. That was on Saturday. They pre 
pared his body for burial. The corpse lay in 
its coffin until Monday, when the funeral was 
to take place. At the very hour set for the 
obsequies the young.man suddenly returned to 
life. Ever since the same event has occ 
every week. 

He declares that he really dies, and that his 
spirit, departing from his body, passes intc 
the other world. What manner of world it is 
he will not divulge, nor will he tell anything 
of his doings there save one. Thatis, that he 
has access to the book kept by the reco 
angel inwhich are set down all the sins 
humanity. There is scarcely a person in Tiflis 
who has not visited him. They all plead 
guilty to the charges he reports against them, 
and tearfully beseech him to intercede with 
the powers of the other world in their behalf 
Thousands of people from all parts of the em 

ire daily throng about his cottage, seeking t& 
caaw from him the story of their own il 
deeds. Many of them go in idle curiosity o) 
in a skeptical spirit, but all who are admitted 
to his presence come away convinced of hi 
supernatural knowledge.

purchased a lot of fireworks, and this morning 
about 11 o’clock undertook to explode a large 
cannon firecracker. She did not turn it loose 
goon enough, and it exploded in her hand 
with serious results, so much so that Drs. 
Davis and Bacon had to amputate that mem- 
ber. Late this afternoon she went to the doc- 
tors to have the wound re-dressed. This the 
doctors did, and, as she seemed to be suffering 
intensely, Dr. Davis told Charles Blalock, 
@ negro man, who happened to be in 
the office at the time, to administer 
@small drink of brandy. It seems that there 
was agiass on the table that contained carbolic 
acid, about six drachms, and this is what Bla- 
lock gave the woman. Blalock says he thought 
the doctor poured out the whisky in the glass 
for the purpose of giving it to the woman, and 
that he pever once thought of carbolic acid. 
The woman died within three minutes after 
the deadly poison was taken, despite the ef- 
forts of the physicians tosave her. The au- 
thorities have done nothing with Blalock, as 
the poisoning was purely accidental. Blalock 
is a negro bailiff, and is well thought of by the 
blacks and whites. Considerable excitement 
among the negroes was occasioned by the 
woman’s death, but all is quiet now since they 
have learned the particulars.

He caught 
him hiding outin the swamps. Hudson says 
that Dorsey has been in the neighborhood two 
days, and was living with negroes, and would, 
when walking, avoid public highways and 
walk in the woods. 

Dorsey Described. 

Tur CONSTITUTION correspondent saw Dor- 
sey tonight. He isa rough-looking character, 
dressed in a tough costume. He is rather ad- 
vanced in years, about five feet six inches 
high, hasa grayish goatee, wears boots with 
pants tucked inside, slightly bowlegged, has 
on acardigan jacket and wool cap. Dorsey 
says he is a Marylander, but recently had been 
working for Mr. Aaron Browers, near Plain- 
field, N. J., which place he quit a few 
weeks ago to take a tramp = south 
for the benefit of his health, 
as he was suffering with catarrh. Dorsey 
sayshe has been all through Florida, and 
knows people in Smyrna, but has not been 
there since last March. He denies knowimg 
anything at all of the murder, but there is 
something wrong with him. When searched 
this afternoon $22in money was taken from 
him,

Which Recalls the Days When the British 
Were in Power. 


BRUNSWICK, Ga., December 25.—[Special.]

Charles Herbst, the Macon librarian, a circular 
of a London house, J. E. Garratt & Co., ad- 
vertising old, curious and rare books. Among 
the advertisements is one of the original manu- 
script map of surveys made of St. Simon’s and 
Jekyl islands in 1740, by John Thomas. The 
following is the advertisement: 

America, State of Georgia.—A map of the 
islands of St. Simon’s and Jeky! (off coast of Geor- 
gia by mouth of Altamaha river] with plans and 

rofiies of their fortification as proposed by the 
ate Jobn Thomas, engineer, and designed to be 
executed under his directions for the defense and 
security of the said islands and town of Frederica, 
most humbly dedicated to his grace, the duke of 
Argyll and Greenwich, by his grace’s most humble 


and dutiful servant, Thomas North. shows also a 


detailed map of improvements in the south part of 
St. Simon’s, and five elaborately drawn plans, sec- 
tions, etc., for the forts, showing position of guns, 
etc., etc., the original chart drawn and colored by 
the hand of Thomas North, size three feet eight 
inches by two feet six inches, in excellent condi- 
tion, 1749, unique. Ten guineas. 

These are the original plans and designs for the 
erection of the furts and defenses of Frederica 
and the island of St. Simon, which formed the 
center of operations of the adventurous and heroic 
general, Oglethorpe; and as such the importance 
of this chart, in connection with the early history 
of Georgia and the neighboring states, cannot be 
overestimated. The forts here designed were built 
at this time,and this map and the plans have 
never, 80 far as we have been able to ascertain, 
been engraved, but the map given in Stephens’s 
History ot Georgia was probably founded upon it.

A Good Week’s Work. 

The committee which concluded yes- 
terday its Javor of love in the collec- 
tion and distribution of contributions 
for the poor, has gool reason to be 
gratified. Never in the history of the 
city has work of this kind been more 
timely or more efficient. The burden of 
hard times bears with almost crushing 
weight upon the poor, and even temp- 
orary relief is a point gained. It is 
often the case that tiding over 
rough places puts the destitute once 
more on their feet and gives them a new 
start with new courage to face the bat- 
tle of life. It is not the habit of the 
good people of Atlanta to think of the 
poor on Christmas and forget them all 
the rest of the year. The continuous 
work of private benevolence, operating 
through the regular channels of churches 
and benevolent societies, lasts through 
every season, but there are times when 
the whole people should take hold of 
the matter and give general relief. For 
this purpose no time is so appropriate as 
Christmas, when the heart of christen- 
dom is made mellow by the sentiment, 
peace on earth and good will to men. 

A good week’s work was done yes- 
terday, and on the three days of 
preparation that went before, and the 
burden of it was not heavy on any 
one. The people gave in the good At- 
lanta way, with a free hand and a 
cheerful spirit. The same _ expression 
was on everybody’s lips, “It is a 
pleasure to give to this cause.”’ 

It has often been said that the pros- 
perity of Atlanta is due to the fact 
that her people pull together in every 
enterprise that will advance the common 
interest. This is eminently true, and it 
is also true that the people of Atlanta 
stand tcgether in adversity. The pros- 
perous have always been ready to 
lighten the burdens of the unfortunate. 
We have never been through a_ great 
epidemic, but the same spirit that 
originated the Christmas fund would ap- 
pear in the presence of pestilence, It 
Is something that makes us _ think 
better of our kind, and it gives the lie 
to half the gibes on the _ heartlessness 
of the cold world. Not the least im- 
portant feature of this work is that it 
enlists hundreds of busy people in the 
cause of practical benevolence. In the 
rush of busjgess some well-meaning peo- 
overlook the opportunities that lie all 
about them, but no man, however 
busy, could fail to have his attention 
attracted by a work of benevolence that 
enlists a thousand people in three days. 
The moral effect of such an incident in 
the life of the city is something in- 
calculably beyond the measure of dol- 
lars and cents. It is an active influence 
in moral education, and its effect is 
not limited to a day or a year. 

The work of the good people which 
executed this trust for the contributors 
to the Christmas fund is beyond all 
praise. Day and night they have labored 
to make the most of the golden oppor- 


_ tunity for doing good, and the result 


of their efforts is more than could have 
been hoped for. 


A Christmas Gift for the Republicans. 
We do not believe that those republicans 
who are continually trying to stir up the 
race question at the south can possibly have 
had a merry Christmas; we do not believe 
they can possibly have a happy New Year. 
Their orators and their editors have been an- 
nouncing to the world that the negroes in 
the south are deprived of the right to vote 
by force, fraud and intimidation. Various 
remedies have been suggested, among them 
the force bill, which Mr. Harrison has en- 
dorsed and favored. Tremendous efforts 
have been made in this direction, and heated 
campaigns have been based on the charge. 

But now the negroes themselves are en- 
gaged in digging the ground from under the 
feet of the republican sectionalists. A num- 
ber of influential colored citizens of South 
Carolina have joined in issuing a manifesto, 
which is printed in The State, a newspaper 
of Columbia. These leading negroes state 
that the failure of their race to such a large 
degree to take an active part in politics 
during the last few years has not been from 
a lack of zeal in the public welfare, but be- 
cause the negroes ‘‘as a race have been 
forced either to recognize as political leaders 
men who could not command their respect 
or confidence, or to remain silent; for these 
men have held the party machinery of the 
state ip their hands. Hence,’’ these colored 
citizens go on to say, “‘rather than mingle 
with persons who are well known to be im- 
moral and corrupt, a very large majority of 
our race have simply remained silent— 
Wrongly so, we think—and left these men to 
their boastfn! and fraudulent claim to repre- 
sent the state as a whole. They have only 
ted the race and brought con-

priving the colored voters of their political 
rights, and we shall still have a clamor for

The carnival of yesterday bas 
made work for the courts, sent many to 
the jails and prisons, and filled manya 
grave with the victims of casualty and 
crime.

The Record follows this encouraging ex- 
hibit with letters from such bankers and 
financiers as Charles Stewart Smith, Henry 
Clews, Frederick Taylor and the Seligmans. 
These eminent capitalists and shrewd busi- 
ness men all agree that the country is about 
to enjoy an era of unbounded prosperity. 
The only danger to be apprehended is un- 
wise legislation. 

Following on the same line, The New 
York Sun in its financial column has this to 
say of the outlook. 


Circumstances are silently and slowly producing 
a revival of confidence and of hope. The good 
harvests are telling on the dividends of railroad 
companies. General tradeis still suffering from 
the bad crops of 1889 and 1890, but the money 
which the farmersand planters are receiving for 
those of this last season cannot long be withheld 
by them from circulation. If they use it in pay- 
ing their debts the creditors who receive it must 
do something with itin the way of reinvestment, 
and thus will make new or increased employment 
for industry. Capital from Europe is aiso appar- 
ently flowing this way for investment, and im- 
ports of gold are strengthening our moneyed in- 
stitutions. The increase of specie and of legal 
tenders goes on steadily, and the banks of this 
city have $31,000,000 more of them than they hada 
year ago. Men who have money to lend are pick- 
ing up good securities as fast as they can, and 
consequently the prices of first-class bonds and 
stocks are firm, with a tendency to advance. This 
movement must sooner or later extend to those 
of a lower grade, and thus lift, or at least lighten, 
the burden of the bankers and of the institutions 
which have been carrying them for the last year 
without finding purchasers. 


Perhaps this is a collection of rose-colored 
views, but the southern reader must bear in 
mind the fact that they summarize the con- 
dition of the country at large. Undoubt- 
edly, the north and west have prospered 
during the year now drawing toa close, and 
it is fair to presume that the results of this 
prosperity will appear in some form in less 
fortunate localities. There is no Chinese 
wall between the sections to confine capital 
and enterprise. Next year will be largely 
devoted to politics, but if the south will look 
after her business interests and diversify her 
crops she will be more than able to hold her 
own. 


The Financial Outlook. 

Our New York advices yesterday stated, 
upon the authority of Dun’s commercial 
agency, that there is plenty of cheap money 
in the metropolis. 

This is true. The New York banks hold 
$20,000,000 more than their legal reserve, 
and money continues to flow in from the in- 
terior, It goes out very slowly, because 
there is only a small demand for it. A cor- 
respondent writes that the speg¢ulators call 
for little money, and the merchants even 
less. Rates have declined toa very low 
figure, and loans can be had on good collat- 
eralon very easy terms. The collateral, 
however, is indispensable. ° 

About the Ist of January the government 
and some of the big corporations will begin 
the distribution of over $100,000,000 in in- 
terest and dividends, and this will be added 
to the volume of money that will seek in- 
vestment. A boom in speculation will be 
the natural result. 


The west, with good crops selling at good , 


prices, has more money for debt-paying and 
investment than she has had in several 
years. Onlyin the south has there been 
anything like a genuine financial depression 
—a condition caused by the ruinously low 
price of cotton. 

Now, ina country like ours, money will 
not remain idle very long in New York and 


prospect of profitable returns. Unfortu- 
nately, our banking system is of compari- 
tively little benefit to the farmers, and under 
existing conditions the so-called easy money 
of the business world is merely loaned out 
on call to speculators and merchants. Still, 
it goes without saying that this is of some 
benefit indirectly to all classes. Unless 
something now unforeseen should occur, it 
is safe to say that the worst is over, for the 
winter at least, and the south will begin 
early in the new yearto feel the reviving 
touch of confidence and credit. 

The hard economy of the past two years 
has somewhat improved the situation, and 
if we cannot look forward to good times 
there is some reason to hope for better times 
until the scare of overproduction again 
makes money tightin this section. And, 
by the way, is it not about time for our cot- 
ton planters to discard the folly of over- 
production?

To every basket, barrel, box or bag on each 
wagon was fastened a tag with the name and 
address of the person or family for which it 
was intended, and for every wagon load that 
went outa bill of lading was made out at 
headquarters and signed by the man in charge 
of the wagon before it started. As the 
goods were delivered from house to house

they were checked off and receipted for until 
the bill of lading for the load was balanced by 
the receipts. In this way it was made certain 
that the Christmas goods went to the parties 
for whom they were intended. Dr. J. W. Lee, 
after observing the method of distribution and 
the characterof the purchases, remarked that 
the committee had made one dollar go as far as 
three of miscellaneous charity. 

The forty teams were kept actively at work, 
and though a great deal of the delivery had to 
be made on the outskirts of the city, the great 
store of fuel and provisions had nearly all been 
hauled away by noon, and Mr. Hampton and 
his faithful helpers, after twenty-four hours of 
arduous and unremitting tvil, shut up the 
headquarters and went home to rest. Mrs. 
Hampton and Mrs: Averill worked famously 
and took a keen interest in every case of dis- 
tress. 

There was absolute impartiality in the dis 
tribution of the store. The work of filling 
baskets and barrels went on all night. Each 
case on the list was called in turn, and Mr. 
Hampton read aloud the statement of the cir- 
cumstances. Articles were put in to suit, and 
no one stopped to ask whether the beneficiaries 
were black or white. The probability is 
that more than half the cases were of colored 
people. 

One pathetic case of that kind was men- 
tioned by Mr. Lee, who found an aged negro 
mun all by himself in a cellar, lying on a pile 
of ancient bed clothing. He said he was

Pete Daniels, the condemned mur- 
derer, has organized a Sunday school, and his 
class joined in with earnestness. The mission- 
ary talked to them of the day, its meaning and 
the teachings of Him, the anniversary of 
whose birth they were observing. 

It was noon when he had concluded and 
already the odor of the savory dinuer was aris- 
ing from the kitchen below. Aboutl1 o’ciock 
dinner was served and it was equal to a regal 
feast in its effects. 

It was unusual surroundings in which Steve 
Ryan ate his Christmas dinner. Despite the 
gioomy place, the absence from home and fam- 
ily, he passed the day comfortably and with 
pleasant chats with friends. Anelegant meal 
arrived from his home for him about nvon, 
and he ate with as much relish as possible 
under the circumstances. When not convers- 
ing with visitors, Mr. Ryan was reading maga- 
zines and daily newspapers.

And they may be in for an indefinite period. 

Colonel Jones has no record of the term of 
their sentence, and will not know when it 
expires. 

The men are Lewis Sheffield, who has ten 
years for assault with intent to murder. Wes 
Brown's term is blank; Charles Williams has 
ten years for burglary, and the term of Rich- 
ard Williams was blank.

' Bnt it has become the main characteristic of 
the festival to warm and cheer the unfortunate 
and distressed with sympathy and offerings of 
love and charity.
